From  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs 

Our  39th  year!  A  tradition  and  an 
experiment...the  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission  Festival.  Our  Festival  was 
first  established  to  offer  artists  an 
alternative  to  the  then  relatively  few 
opportunities  to  exhibit  their  work. 
Painters,  sculptors,  crafts  people  were 
invited  to  exhibit  in  juried  exhibitions 
or  to  sell  their  wares  outdoors  in  open 
spaces.  (In  fact,  early  Commission 
Meeting  minutes  refer  to  the  newly 
conceived  festival  as  the  "outdoor  art 
festival.") 

Today  many  dozens  of  outdoor  arts 
festivals  have  sprung  up  in  and  around 
the  Bay  Area,  and  there  are  hundreds 
of  galleries  as  well  as  many  new 
museums  exhibiting  the  work  of  con- 
temporary artists.  We  seek,  therefore, 
new  ways  of  encouraging  those  who 
may  not  otherwise  have  access  to  the 
kind  of  exposure  to  the  public  which 
is  essential  both  to  visual  and  per- 
forming artists.  For  the  first  time,  we 
have  invited  a  group  of  artists  repre- 
senting ethnic  and  folk  traditions  to 
be  included  in  their  own  "internation- 
al" area  of  the  Festival.  Crafts  artists, 
in  addition  to  showing  outdoors,  will 
also  be  included  in  the  juried  process, 
to  encourage  excellence  in  crafts. 

We  are  reaching  out  to  the  com- 
munity by  means  of  fourteen  satellite 
exhibitions  throughout  the  city,  organ- 
ized with  the  cooperation  of  commun- 
ity and  arts  organizations  willing  to 
exhibit  exhibitions  of  special  interest 
to  their  communities.  Our  performing 
arts  program  has  expanded  this  year 
and  will  be  everywhere  available,  visi- 
ble and  accessible  to  all. 

Children  are  being  featured  with  a 
special  "Children's  Day"  on  Friday,  July 
26th:  Art  Grant  will  teach  them  to 
build  "boats  in  the  moat,"  and  other 
kids  will  be  able  to  paint  and  experi- 
ment. Two  children's  art  exhibitions 
are  on  view,  including  a  selection  of 
Northern  California  children's  art  from 


the  KFRC/7  Up/Lucky  Stores/ 
Great  America  contest  and  "Festival 
and  Celebrations"  from  the  Interna- 
tional Child  Art  Collection  now  in  Los 
Angeles  but  originally  collected  here 
in  San  Francisco. 

A  new  relationship  is  being  forged 
with  another  major  Arts  Commission 
public  program,  the  San  Francisco 
POPS.  For  the  first  time,  the  indoor  art 
exhibitions  in  Polk  and  Larkin  Halls 
will  be  open  during  "Dance  Night" 
Saturday  July  27th,  until  11:00  p.m. 
for  POPS  goers  to  enjoy  visual  as  well 
as  musical  arts. 

At  this  time  of  writing,  plans  are 
going  forward  for  an  Art  Parade  to 
include  artists  and  others  in  the  com- 
munity in  a  celebration  winding 
through  Civic  Center  and  an  unusual 
closing  program  artistically  presenting 
the  aspirations  of  children  throughout 
the  world  for  peace. 

Come  join  the  tradition...and  the 
experiment,  the  39th  Annual  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission  Festival!

programs,  individuals,  corporations 
and  foundations  who  together  provide 
the  base  of  support  and  constructive 
input  so  very  much  needed  and 
appreciated.

"To  Awaken  Interest  In  the  Arts..." 

With  these  words  as  preamble,  the 
founders  of  our  Arts  Commission  Festi- 
val established  an  event  which  has 
evolved  since  1946  as  part  of  a  total 
advancement  of  the  arts  in  our  city 
and  region.  It  is  usually  associated 
with  Civic  Center  Plaza  as  the  rightful 
home.  City  Hall,  resplendent  as  the 
symbol  of  our  cit/s  noble  rebirth 
following  the  earthquake,  sits  there  - 
presiding  over  the  Arts  Commission 
Festival.  Whether  the  association  is 
well  taken  on  both  sides  of  the  street 
is  a  matter  of  personal  opinion.  But,  to 
be  sure  the  arts  get  some  help  from 
the  government  and  this  Festival  is  a 
highly  visible  proof  of  that.  However, 
whereas  City  Hall  seems  so  well 
planted  and  eternal  on  earth,  the 
Festival  grows,  shrinks,  advances  and 


recedes  in  response  to  or  with  the 
times. 

When  an  event  reaches  the  age  of 
this  one,  as  when  people  do,  some 
backward  reflecton  is  justified.  There 
is  a  need  to  see  what  we  have  done 
in  the  light  of  our  predecessors'  words 
as  to  our  mission,  and  their  dreams 
as  to  our  promise.  In  this  way  we  can 
measure  achievements,  be  amused  by 
our  own  past  naivete,  and  encouraged 
by  our  proven  ingenuities  set  a  course 
for  the  future  of  an  event  that  has 
served  the  artists  and  the  arts 
unusually  well  and  steadfastly  over 
the  test  of  time.  Today,  with  our 
largesse  of  opportunity  and  expertise, 
it  is  hard  to  believe  that  in  mid-1940s 
there  were  virtually  no  galleries  or 
museums  within  100  miles  of  San 
Francisco  that  cared  to  show  con- 
temporary art.  The  Richmond  Art 


Center,  old  Oakland  Art  Museum  and 
SF  Museum  of  Art  were  major  excep- 
tions. Museums  never  have  been,  nor 
should  they  be.  able  to  expose  the 
work  of  just  about  any  artist.  In  1951. 
Harold  Zellerbach  wrote  (in  the  5th 
Festival  brochure).  "It  is  not  the 
intention  of  the  Art  Commission  to 
establish  criterias  nor  to  foster  an 
'official'  art.  Our  purpose  here  is  to 
offer  the  artists  and  craftsmen  of  the 
Bay  Area,  in  the  most  democratic 
fashion,  the  means  of  exhibiting  their 
work  and  thought."  Over  the  years, 
these  tenets  have  guided  us  for  better 
or  worse,  and  made  possible  an 
element  of  perception  between  artists 
and  their  communities  otherwise 
impossible.  We  have  always  been  as 
concerned  with  exhibits  of  art  objects 
as  with  forums  for  interplay  of  ideas. 
In  that  early  year,  the  Festival  took 
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place  at  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts.  The 
A/A  Lawrence  Halprin,  and  more  than 
500  visual  artists  participated.  It  was 
common  practice  in  those  days  to 
publish  the  artist's  address  with  their 
name.  Today,  those  old  brochures  are 
invaluable  documents  as  to  where  and 
perhaps  even  how  artists  lived.  Names 
such  as  Elmer  Bischoff,  Ruth  Asawa, 
Irving  Norman,  Erie  Loran,  Fred  Martin, 
Ralph  DuCasse,  Hassel  Smith, 
Margaret  dePatta  and  Merry  Renk 
Jump  off  the  page. 

Two  years  later,  Adele  Chase,  then 
in  charge  of  what  we  once  called 
"Affiliated  Art  Groups",  wrote  as  to  the 
artists  point  of  view,  "The  artists 
welcome  the  Festival,  and  the  oppor- 
tunity it  affords  to  encourage  under- 
standing and  appreciation  through 
personal  contact,  to  demonstrate  the 
multiplicity  and  unification  of  art 
expression,  and,  by  this  practically 
unduplicated  opportunity  for  compari- 
son, to  show  the  public  that  it  takes 
study,  practice,  and  genius  to  produce 
great  works  of  art."  So,  in  1953,  as 
now,  one  of  our  goals  was  to  ensure 
annual  dialogue  between  artists  and 
the  general  public.  As  the  era  of 
outdoor  fairs  emerged  and  commer- 
cial aspects  thereof  began  to  over- 
shadow dialogue,  the  talk  seerhed  to 
diminish  some.  But  today,  our  vision  of 
the  event  is  to  let  it  be  what  Ms. 
Chase  thought  it  was  32  years  ago. 
■  Gordon  Onslow-Ford  showed  that  year, 
at  Union  Square.  Noticeably,  the 
brochure  got  away  from  comprehen- 
sive listings  of  artists  for  the  first 
time,  favoring  instead  features  and 
articles  by  the  stars  of  the  day.  Jean 
Varda  wrote,  "...  we  shall  have  a 


building  into  which  the  public  will  be 
enticed  by  all  sorts  of  lures  extraneous 
to  art."  The  stage  had  been  set  for 
moving  the  emphasis  from  art  to 
event,  from  exhibit  to  cultural  circus. 

In  the  1958  brochure,  Paul  Mills  (then 
Curator  of  the  Oakland  Art  Museum) 
wrote,  "Since  the  early  days  nearly 
two  centuries  ago  when  in  various 
lands,  The  People  became  sovereign, 
annual  public  art  exhibitions  have 
been  an  important  institution.  Art, 
whose  official  audience  was  once  the 
church  and  the  court,  now  faces  the 
people."  Somewhere  between  Varda 
and  Mills,  the  fulcrum  of  our  Arts 
Commission  Festival  became  a 
tension  that  exists  to  this  day.  Our 
struggle  is  for  continued  relevance, 
sen/ice  to  the  arts  and  artists,  balanc- 
ed by  the  political  requirements  of  the 
municipal  sponsor  In  1963,  perhaps 
the  last  year  of  our  collective  Ameri- 
can innocence,  Margot  Patterson  Doss, 
writing  for  the  SF  Chronicle's 
BONANZA  magazine  (what  we  call 
CALIFORNIA  LIVING)  said,  'The  people 
are  almost  as  good  a  show...the 
bemused  civil  servant  puzzling  over  an 
abstract  and  a  clutch  of  artists 
discussing  the  classic  issues  of 
realism  versus  ideas."  We  never  seem 
to  forget  our  roots,  our  real  purpose, 
our  actual  objectives.  What  has 
changed  is  time.  Most  of  those 


instrumental  in  the  earliest  days  of  the 
Festival  are  no  longer  active.  The  event 
has  been  altered  by  an  abundance  of 
shows  and  an  explosion  in  the  artist 
population.  Now  we  search  for  a 
change  in  role  to  go  with  the  changes 
outside  our  Festival  to  which  we  must 
remain  sensitive.  One  thing  seems 
both  impossible  and  undesirable  to 
alter  however  That  is,  we  enjoy  one  of 
the  most  vital  and  enriching  arts 
communities  on  earth.  We  are  today 
building  the  way  for  future  artists  to 
travel.  The  Arts  Commission  Festival 
is  one  of  the  key  elements  responsi- 
ble for  getting  us  to  this  day,  and  for 
collaborating  with  other  institutions  on 
a  new  century.  Circumspect,  reaching 
its  middle  age  and  its  greatest  ability 
for  endurance,  a  healthy  Festival 
occurs  once  more,  alive  in  1985. 
Whether  interest  is  asleep  or  awaken- 
ed, as  it  exists  we  must  be  there  to 
provide  a  forum  for  it  to  be  perceived. 
Would  that  in  our  heightened  sophisti- 
cation we  not  eliminate  that  which 
has  proven  its  worth  again  and  again, 
in  favor  of  measurements  of  success 
that  only  a  few  will  ever  attain,  and 
which  value  is  arguably  an  illusion.

JUROR'S  STATEMENT 

"My  decisions  as  a  juror  are  made 
according  to  standards  developed  through 
education,  working  experience  and  person- 
al interest  in  the  visual  arts.  I  view  the  work 
in  an  open  and  responsive  way,  allowing 
the  work  to  assert  itself:  the  artists  name, 
reputation,  exhibition  record,  etc.  is  of  no 
consequence  in  this  process.  The  works  I 
ultimately  selected  should  exemplify  the 
qualities  I  think  a  good  work  of  art  should 
possess:  a  unique  personal  vision,  depth  of 
content,  technical  competence,  and  a 
sense  of  conviction,  strength  and  integrity 
I  can  only  describe  as  visual  intelligence. 

I  hope  the  selected  works  do  actually 
exemplify  these  qualities,  since  they  were 
selected  by  slides,  a  regrettable  logistical 
necessity  in  the  case  of  so  large  an  under- 
taking as  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Festival. 
Slides  are  a  very  pale  substitute  for  seeing 
the  actual  work. 

Visual  art  does  not  "festivalize"  well,  not 
nearly  as  well  as  dance,  music  and  theater 
Most  visual  art  requires  a  more  contempla- 
tive setting  and  an  extended  period  for 
viewing  and  absorbing  its  impact  The  best 
way  to  appreciate  the  work  of  a  painter, 
sculptor,  printmaker  or  photographer  I 
think,  is  to  view  a  thoughtful  selection  of 
work  that  is  well  installed  in  a  gallery, 
museum,  studio  or  home.

JUROR'S  STATEMENT 

Contra  Costa  County  is  booming  For 
those  of  you  who  have  not  visited  the  area 
recently,  you  may  find  it  all  but  unrecogniz- 
able in  its  present  state.  Yet  behind  this 
new  facade  of  glass  and  steel,  a  lively  local 
culture  manages  to  thrive  in  its  new 
surroundings. 

The  works  selected  this  year  for  exhibit 
in  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Festival  attest  to 
this  vitality.  They  were  selected  to  present 
a  cross-section  of  the  works  submitted.  I 
did  not  impose  an  arbitrary  asthetic  upon 
the  submittals. 

During  the  five  years  that  I  have  been 
involved  in  the  cultural  life  of  the  County 
through  my  work  at  Civic  Arts  Gallery  in 
Walnut  Creek,  I  have  come  to  respect  the 
abilities  and  devotion  of  the  local  artists. 
These  tend  to  be  mature  people  who  create 
art  as  an  avocation.  The  term  "Sunday 
Painter"  comes  to  mind  when  categorizing 
this  group  of  artists.  My  point  is  that  over 
the  years,  this  part-time  commitment  to  art, 
has  for  many  individuals,  elevated  their 
work  to  a  very  high  standard.  Indeed,  much 
of  this  work  is  indistinguishable  from  the 
painting  of  the  "professionals".  Perhaps,  it 
should  be  noted  that  commitments  take 
many  forms  and  that  muse  recognizes 
them  all.
